He is survived by his widow, 
Mrs. Maud Snow of Vulcan: four 
sons, Clay, Vulcan; Calvin, Med¬ 
icine Hat; Morgan. Devil’s Lake. 
North Dakota, and Willard of Nev¬ 
ada. One daughter, Mrs. Howard 
Burrell of V’ulcan, also survives. 
The deceased has one brother. Dr. 
W. J. Snow of Texas. 

Funeral services, attended by o 
large number of Vulcan friends, 
were held from Crlstenson Bros. 
Chapel in Lethbridge at 2:30 p.m. 
on Wednesday. Internment was 
made in the Mountain View cem¬ 
etery. 


A resident of this district since 
1919 and a member of the council 
of the municipal district for fif¬ 
teen years, Frederick Ernest Ben¬ 
nett died in Vulcan on Wednesday, 

Nov. 19, following a short illness. 

He was 63 years of age. 

Born at Nottingham. England, in 
1884, Mr. Bennett came to Canada 
in 1903, coming west to Alberta in 
•1904. He became a member of the 
Calgary city police force in* that 
year and remained with the city 
police until outbreak of war in 
1914, when he enlisted in the Can¬ 
adian Army Provost Corps. Mr. 

Bennett saw service overseas with 
the Provost Corps and when the 
war* ended resumed his position 
with\ the Calgary police. 

In '\Q19 he settled in the dis¬ 
trict west of Vulcan under Ihe Sol¬ 
dier Settlement Scheme and had 
resided here since that time.

tribution is made to national life, a contribution 
which does not get much recognition—certainly not 
by way of proper educational grants from senior 
governments. 

It is not only in education that the national nur¬ 
sery prepares young people for life. It pays consid¬ 
erable attention to organized sport and recreation 
for the young. Added to this is a favorable natural 
environment. Alberta small town youngsters, for ex¬ 
ample, have space, clear air and sunshine for their 
growing years. From early childhood most of them 
ride horseback, skate, scout and go fishing. At prop¬ 
er age they go forth with rifle and shot gun, learning 
the rules of the hunting world. It is doubtful if many 
children in the world have greater diversity of out¬ 
door amusement on such democratic scale and rt 
such small cost. * 

There is also fairly vigilant supervision of gen¬ 
eral conduct, not without its irritations, but in the 
long run, justifying itself. Any revolt against ac¬ 
cepted rules seems to have morewerious repercussion 
in centres of small population than in a large city, 
and many a small town youth checks himself for no 
better reason than that he does not want to reflect 
badly on his parents or be "on the neighbors’ 
tongue." Perhaps not the best of motives for order¬ 
ly conduct of course, but a brake which may .get him 
througly'obstreperous youthful years on to solid 
footing. 

Altogether, allowing for human frailties, the re¬ 
sult of small town training is fairly good. And where 
do these outgoing products come to anchor m fulfil¬ 
ling their usefulness? Often to uttermost parts of 
the earth., in m'ning. banking, in agricultural, scienti 
fic or technical pursuits the world over. They are in 
trades, business or professions in every part of 
C anada and United States. 

And so the rural communities express themselves, 
not only in the fine young people that they manage 
to retain, but in the type of youth they send forth 
to carry on the w’ork of the world outside. Surely 
this is a meritorious and unselfish contribution which 
should be recognized nationally.

A FTER scanning the names on the high school 
register of a small town over a period of fifteen 
or twenty years, one is inclined to agree with the 
rough statement that a country to\vn retains only 
about one-third of its young people for permanent' 
settlement. The other two-thirds (and perhaps more) 
are released, year by year, in a never ending stream 
to the larger world outside. 

From this angle the small town is r ghtly called 
the nursery of the nation. Here children are born 
and educated, with care and expense given to their 
upbringing, all in the full awareness that only about 
one-third of this youthful vigor and power will go 
into the further building of the home settlement. 

There is something quite admirable about this 
spirit. Cheerily and ungrudgingly the small town 
invests over one-third its total tax revenue in educa¬ 
tional services, bringing its young people to the 
threshold of university or other training school, pro¬ 
viding them with the implements by which they may 
climb higher, or fit them more adequately for the 
role of good citizen. In this respect a generous con-

Services Made Possible 
Through Christmas Seals 


Amongst the many services per¬ 
formed through funds .raised by 
Christmas seals is the “case find¬ 
ing” through circulation of the 
Moving X ray clinics. During the 
months of August and September 
there were 16,539 Albertans X 
rayed in the northern and central 
part of the province. Out of these 
there were 24 act've cases detected 
and 118 probable T.B. cases inac¬ 
tive. Tn addition 414 other abnor¬ 
malities were discovered. The 
grand total X rayed to date has 
been 353,224 and out of these 
therd were probable T.B. cases 
numbering 650 active and 3,758 in¬ 
active. There have been a total of 
1&,631 abnormalities discovered as 
a result of this service operating 
under the T B. Seals campaign. 
The operating efficiency of the X 
ray work is one person per min¬ 
ute. 

Vocational Training 

Another service' is vocational 
training linked with the convales¬ 
cent period in Sanitoriums. 

Six patients were helped through 
courses in stenography, secretarial 
work and acounting, two were 
given courses at a barber college, 
correspondence courses were ar¬ 
ranged for two patients in dress¬ 
making and des'gning, and joh- 
finding help was extended to four 
more. 

The most important news in this 
department is the announcement 
by President R. W. Roscoe of the 
appointment of Stanley D. Camer¬ 
on, BA., as full-time Rehabilita¬ 
tion Officer. His duties will com¬ 
mence on November 1st, and his 
headquarters for the present will 
be at Central Alberta Sanatorium. 
Calgary. He will work in closest 
co-operation with the D.V.A. for 
rehabilitation of tuberculosis vet¬ 
erans 

Occupational Therapy 

Seventy-five patients in Edmon¬ 
ton, and 115 at Central Alberta 
Sanatorium are at present taking 
advantage of this department. The 
activities of the patients continue 
to grow, and now include work 
with silver, a good deal of clay 
modelling, shell jewelry and some 
weaving. 

The latest sale of patients hand¬ 
iwork. held at Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany in Calgary, brought nearly 
8500. It should be mentioned that 
the Bay has been co-operating with 
us for several years, providing 
space in the store and a good deal 
of help in publicizing the sales, all 
without charge. This is very much 
'appreciated. * 

Routine X ray at Hospital 

Tn July the Royal Alexandra 
hospital at Edmonton started a 
routine chest X ray of patients ad¬ 
mitted to hosp tal. Other hospitals 
may eventually adopt this practice 
with assistance from the Seals 
campaign. 

The Only Source of Revenue 

As has been announced, the ob¬ 
jective for this year’s Christmas 
Seal sale Is $126,000. This is a 
considerable increase over last 
year’s objective, which we exceed¬ 


ed by nearly $4,000. 

Last year nearly 65,000 individ¬ 
ual contributions were received for 
an average of $1.64 per contribu¬ 
tion. No matter how large or 
how small, every contribution is 
gratefully received, but. it must be 
admitted that $1.64 is not a large 
average by comparison with dona¬ 
tions to many other fund-raising 
campaigns. 

The Anti-Tubercular Society de¬ 
pends entirely on free-will gifts 
of interested people who wish to 
help in the fight to eradicate tu¬ 
berculosis They sponsor no high- 
pressure campaign, no special 
stunts or other methods. They do 
feel, howd^er, that many thous¬ 
ands of people could, without dif¬ 
ficulty, Increase their contributions 
very considerably. 

For example, if a few thousand 
of those who gave $2 last year 
would send $5 this year, and if 
even a few hundred of the $5 con¬ 
tributions were boosted to $10, 
and so on, objective would he as¬ 
sured.

At the United Nations Assem¬ 
bly the United States representa¬ 
tive has proposed that Palestine 
be divided into independent Arab 
and Jewish States by July of next 
years. The British would be asked 
to leave Palestine at that time. 

A three-man United Nations 
commission would help set up the 


new Arab and Jewish governments 
in the preceding months, and -n the 
meantime Arab and Jewish States 
rhou'd set up their own security 
forces. 

Although Arabs have threatened 
full war jf Palestine is partitioned 
U.S. did not guarantee the border 
of the new States, and questions 
did not bring any commitment as 
..to what it would do if the partition 
provoked war.

Arctic Breeds 
Our Weather 


We now have a complete stock of 


Up to the present the Canadian 
Arctic has been a weather blind- 
spot and that blind spot is a mat¬ 
ter of long range strategy because 
the Arctic is the breeding ground 
of weather. The Soviet Union has 
not overlooked this important fact. 
A recent Washington estimate cre¬ 
dits the Soviet w.th 11 of the 22 
radio observation stations north of 
the Arctic circle. If these are im¬ 
portant to Russia, they are of im¬ 
portance to us. In addition to 
these major observation stations, 
there are 2.'12 minor stations dot¬ 
ted about the Arctic circle. Of thus 
total 153 are dotted along the long 
Soviet coast line on the Arctic. 
Another 59 are closely packed in 
the relatively small northern area 
of the Scandinavian countries 
closely adjacent to Russia, 'in Al¬ 
aska, Canada and Greenland there 
are only a score of stations all told 
This sharp disparity is the reason 
for the newly-awakened apprer 
hension in regard to the Canadian 
Arctic in any policy of hemisphere 
defence. It is the reason for the 
decision on the part of Canada and 
the United States to do something 
about It. First evidenee of decis¬ 
ion is the plan to build nine major 
weather stations in Canadian •.Arc¬ 
tic, The first five ef these are to 
be scattered on the northern 
fringes of Canada, at Eureka 
Sound, Ellesmere Island; within 
600 miles of the Pole; at Winter 
Harbour, Melville Island, and on 
Banks and Borden and Isachsen 
Islands. When these are completed 
we will know more about Hudson’s 
Bay ice, more about Arctic defen¬ 
ces, and more about the weather 
that is important both in peace 
or war.—Grand Prairie Herald.

Many Changes Noted 
In the Vulcan Scene 


voted on last spring and carried 
unanimously. Wells have been 
drilled, providing ample water for 
the town’s needs. But that bug¬ 
bear “Scarcity’’ has again put in 
its appearance, with regard to mat¬ 
erials, and there is no definite as¬ 
surance that actual installation 
work can begin before the spring 
of 1949, due to the shortage of 
sewer pipe. However, orders for 
materials • have been placed for 
June, 1948, delivery, in case sewer 
tile does become available sooner. 

A fine, and much needed addition 
has aljio been voted for the mun¬ 
icipal hospital, and will be under¬ 
taken as soon as materials are 
procurable. 

Engineers were in town recently 
in connection with the moving of 
the Recreation Hall from the air¬ 
port, to be used as a drill hall and 
recreational centre. 

Durjng the past three years 
many other changes have taken 
place here. Old timers, who set¬ 
tled Vulcan and were among its 
first business men have retired, 
and new ones have taken -their 
place. Prominent in this category 
was the selling of his practice by 
Dr. G. M. Carson to Dr.’C. A. Jam¬ 
ison. Dr. Carsoij was Vulcan’s first 
doctor and continued to practice 
here continuously from 1912 un¬ 
til last year, with the exception of 
the time he spent overseas in 
World War 1. He has retired, but 
continues to make his home here, 
where he has a host of loyal 
friends. R. L. Elves, who was Vul¬ 
can’s first business man, owning 
the first general store, and being 
the Post Master since the first 
mail was brought here, still offic¬ 
ially holds that post, but has been 
on an extended leave and has sold 
his home here. 

Two ' years ago W. J. Butch- 
art, who had owned and operated 
the town's only tinsmith shop and 
plumbing business, since it's in¬ 
ception. sold out to Percy Simp¬ 
son and Son. Mr. Butchart had 
served the town as Mayor for 
many years, as well as holding 
offices in different arganizations. 
Shortly after his retirement he be¬ 
came ill and passed away. 

T. B. Lebeau, Vulcan’s first 
blacksmith, who continued his 
work here until last year, sold his 
business to Artluir Scott, and with 
Mrs. I^eheau retired to make his 
home in Calgary. 

The law practice of L. H. Stack, 
(Now Judge Stack of Calgary), 
sold three years ago to John Jam¬ 
ison, ended another link with the 
town’s early history. 

Other changes have been the 
building and the opening of a fine 
new electric shop on main street 
-by W. J. Bruce Marsden, con¬ 
struction of a splendid stucco gro- 


The present building boom in 
Vulcan really got under way 16 
nipnths ago, with the excavation 
and building of the splendid Mem¬ 
orial swimming pool, by the local 
Lion’s Club. This pool, which has 
provided two seasons of fine swim- 
niing for young and old. has proved 
one of the town's finest assets. It is 
75 by 25 feel; has a full chlorina¬ 
tion and filtration plant, as well 
as heating. The Vulcan Elks have 
undertaken the planning and plant¬ 
ing of a beautiful park, to surround 
the Monument, adjacent to the 
pool. In this connection hundreds 
of trees, shrubs, rose bushes, lilacs 
and other nursery stock, were 
planted last Spring. The ground is 
now being prepared for the plant¬ 
ing of grass and laying out of 
walks. The entire area has been 
well fenced this past summer. 

Two smare new concrete and 
stucco buildings have been built 
on ^Vulcan streets this year. One, 
next to the Imperial Hotel, house- 
es the Treasury Branch, and the. 
second is a large building housing 
Donily's Bowling Alleys, six fine 
alleys which are proving very pop¬ 
ular. 

Not since the early days of the 
town’s existance has there been 
such activity in home building. 
And never before has there been 
greater variety in the types of 
homes. This is due largely to the 
shortage of building materials. 
Some really fine new homes are 
under construction, with a few 
ready to move into. However, an 
aspect of this ouilding business, 
which until now was comparative¬ 
ly rare, is the number of houses 
being purchased elsewhere and 
then brought to Vulcan. This is 
not being done esecially in he in¬ 
terests of economy. Rather, it is 
because of the extreme difficulty 
prospective home owners exper¬ 
ience in securing all manner of 
building materials. These .second¬ 
hand houses are by no manner of 
means cheap to own. By the time 
one considers buying of a lot, ex¬ 
cavation and cementing of base¬ 
ments and foundations; the actual 
purchase cost of the 4iouse from 
the original pvner; the expense of

Coal Leases 


Appreciation I 


The Alberta Government is ac¬ 
cepting applications lor coal min¬ 
ing leases in Alberta. These appli¬ 
cations may^come from any indi¬ 
vidual or company interested in 
developing the province’s natural 
resources. 

In 1936 the government follow¬ 
ed a policy recommended by a royal 
commission, in wh'ch certain re¬ 
strictions were placed on issuing 
coal mining licenses. Th s has been 
in effect as a policy since that time 
New mining leases have been 
granted on sites for continuation 
of existing wor]t, or where there 
was real local need. 

But necessity for greater pro¬ 
duction has changed the policy. 
There are now 200 coal mines in 
the province. Under provincial 
law a mining lease has a maximum 
•of four sections, and the leasehold¬ 
er pays $-k.per acre per year with 
royalty of 5 cts. a ton on produc¬ 
tion.

Experiences

Friends of Mrs. C. Broderick will 
regret 'to learn she is at present 
confined to the hospital, suffering 
from a badly wrenched shoulder. 


Dr. Deevey of Yale has been 
studying the earth’s climatic his¬ 
tory for the past 25,000 years. He 
claims that there were four major 
climatic periods with different 
types of forest vegetation. 

Following the ice age, there was " 
a'brief period of sub-Arctic Condi¬ 
tions similar to Northern Canada. 
This was succeeded by a spruce-fir 
period with vegetation similar to 
that now found south of northern 
Canada^ lundras. 

The next phase through north-f 
eastern and central states was an 
oak-hemlock era, with warmer 
moisture climate. 

Then came the oak-hickory per¬ 
iod which was warmer and dryer. 
This reached its climax about 5000 
years ago and was the warmest 
since the end of the ice agg. It Was 
followed by the present oak-chest¬ 
nut period, which tends to return 
to the earlier spruce-fir period. 

Dr. Deevey gathers his evidence 
from pollen found in glacial lake 
bottoms. He believes the general 
trend is toward . increasing cool¬ 
ness both on the North American 
continent ar.d Furope. The height 
nf warmth was reached in 2500 B. 
C. But he says the cooling off busi¬ 
ness is slow, and there’s no need 
for alarm for some centuries yet.
